a mirror housing; 

a mirror disposed in said mirror housing, said mirror defining a plane; and 
a struclure for allowing rotation of said mirror about a longitudinal pivot axis which 
extends through the plane of said mirror and non-parallel to the plane of thcmixror, said axis 
being offset fiom a central axis of said miiror such that rotation of said mirror about said pivot 
axis moves said mirror between inboard and outboard positions, said inboard and outboard 
positions are disposed 90^ apart from each other around said pivot axis. 

31. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The extendable r earview mirror assembly as recited in 
claim 30, further including a mirror shell and oompriain f g a biasing mechaniom m ember f or 
biasing said mirror housing a gainst said mirror shell housing to lock said mirror at said inboard 
and outboard positions. 

32. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The extendable r earview minor assembly as recited in 
claim 30, wherein said pivot axis extends through said mirror between a central axis and a lateral 
outer edge of said mirror housing. 

33. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The extendable rearview mirror assembly as recited in 
claim 30, wherein said axis is generally perpendicular to said plane of said mirror. 

34. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The extendable reaivicw mirror assembly as recited in 
claim 30 further Including a second outboard position, and wherein said inboard position and 
said second outboard position are disposed ISO"* apart from each other around thepivot axis. 
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35. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The extendable nearview mirror assembly as recited in 
claim 34 wherein said outboard position is between said inboard position and said second* 
outboard position. 

36. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The extendable rearview mirror assembly as recited in . 
clium 30 further including a mirror shell, and said mirror housing is rotatablc relative to said 
mirror shell on said pivot axis. 

37. (CURRENTLY AMENDHD) The extendable rearview mirror assembly a s recited in 
claim 36 further including a post disposed along said longitudinal pivot axis, and said mirror 
housing is disposed on said post. 

38. (NEW) The extendable rearview mirror assembly as recited in claim 31 wherein said 
biasing member is a spring. 
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
